REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Based on the Examiner's indication of the breadth of subject matter included in 
the pending claims at page 2, paragraph 2, Applicants have replaced "sample" 
with "bodily fluid sample" in claims 21-22, 27-28 and 30. It is submitted that 
these amendments do not narrow the scope of the claims, but serve to clarify the 
scope. It is noted that the Examiner has indicated that previously presented 
claims 21-35 were already drawn to a bodily fluid sampling apparatus and that 
previously presented claims 36-51 were already drawn to a process of obtaining 
a bodily fluid. It is respectfully submitted that claims 21-24, 26-28 and 30-35, as 
now amended, and as originally and previously presented, are unrelated and 
nonanalgous to techniques for tenderizing meat, etching metal or puncturing 
plastics.
